Oct. 23—Wil­ 
liam N. Doak. secretary of labor In 
the Hoover cabinet and labor lead­ 
er, died today at hie home in near­ 
by Virginia. 
Doak, wso was 51, died of heart 
disease, 
He suffered a sever# at­ 
tack about two weeks ago. 
Bom at Rural Retreat, in Wythe 
county. Va., he attended school at 
Bristol, Va . finishing in a business 
oollege there. 
He was the 
first 
secretary of 
labor born in the United 8tatee. 
Senator James J. Davis of Penn­ 
sylvania and William 
B. Wilson, 
his predecessors, both being born 
in the British Isles. 
Starting as a trainm an he 
be­ 
came interested In labor questions 
and became general chairman of 
th# Brotherhood of Railroad Train­ 
men on the Norfolk and W estern 
system. In which post he served 
from 1908 »o 1916. 
From 1916 until he became secre­ 
tary of labor about three years ago 
bu was the legislative represents 
five here of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen. 
Recently he has made his home 
at McLean, Va. 
He leaves a widow, the former 
Mlsa Emma Marie Crlcher of Iron­ 
ton. Ohio. 
Appointment Was Opposed 
B ecause Doak’s anion 
was 
co n n ected with the American red 
eratlon of Labor, his appointmemt 
by President Hoover was 
a w j rn. m

bitterly 


contested by William Green, presi­ 
dent of the federation. 
Green praised Doak personally, 
but Insisted the precedent of sel­ 
ecting secretaries of labor from the 
recognized American labor move­ 
ment not be broken. 
The high spots In Doak’a cabinet 
record included his fight to restrict 
immigration and his campaign for 
a shorter work day and week for 
labor. He took the lead by lnagur- 
ating the five-day week in his de­ 
partment. He embraced the phil­ 
osophy that continuation of Indue 
try's mechanization 
must be ac­ 
companied by "a well-balanced hu­ 
manitarian and economic program 
to prevent us from reaching a state 
of social danger." 
, 
Known as Master Mediator 
A studious appearing man, Doak 
was known In railway circles as a 
master mediator. In 27 years of ex­ 
traordinary activity as a leader of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Train­ 
men he had gone through 
every 
form of conference, mediation and 
arbitration proceedings, 
Including 
wage and other cases before the 
United States labor board. In some 
instances he acted as sole arbitra­ 
tor. 
He was a member of 
the 
bi 
partisan railroad board of adjust­ 
ment which settled more than S.- 
OOO disputes without a single dead 
lock or dissenting opinion. 
Doak was a "round the clock' 
worker In W ashington with scant 
tim e for recreation. His relaxation 
was work in the gardens 
of btl 
home, high on the Virginia pall 
sad es overlooking the Potomac riv­ 
er. One of his prized possessions 
^ r a s an old lunch basket he used 
■w hen a railway switchman. 
A stalw art Republican, Doak waa 
active in the campaigns of Presi-j 
dents Harding, Coolidge and Hoot 
er.

For administrative

state liquor authority administer­ 
ed by a board of directors w as rec­ 
ommended. 
State Boards Recommended. 
Restoration of the 
old license 
system was opposed as one foster­ 
ing 
“polities 
and 
corruption” 
through private greed.” 
A strong 
position 
was 
taken 
against unrestricted liquor adver­ 
tising. 
As n check, creation of an 
advertising code by the state au­ 
thority was recommended. Unless 
some “reasonable” restriction was 
enforced, the report predicted, all 
liquor advertising eventually would 
be prohibited. 
’’Advertising,” it stated, “artifici­ 
ally stimulates the demand for al­ 
coholic beverages, x x x All of this 
is inconsistent with any idea of re- 
stimulated demand.” 
Taxes For Social Control. 
Equally Insistent was the report 
against establishment of 
unduly 
high liquor taxes and retail prices, 
and the theory of taxation for rev­ 
enue rather than “social control.” 
Nothing will so quickly demob­ 
ilize the nvxmshiner and the boot­ 
legger and ‘hrow Into 
chaos the 
corrupt system which 
they have 
created as reasonable liquor taxes I 
and low prices, x x x Low taxes are 
imperative.” 
"Proper taxes on alcoholis bev 
erages, 
the 
report 
estimated, 
should yield about $700,000,000 
a 
year. 
A warning against uncompromis­ 
ing “bone 
dry” 
legislation was 
sounded to states which may de­ 
cide to remain 
dry 
after repeal 
These states, the report said. have 
a “responsibility” 
to 
thfir wet 
neighbors, and “bone dry” legisla­ 
tion would make them a “paradise 
for bootleggers." 
Couchman’s Restrictive Laws. 
“Restrictive law which cannot be 
enforced achieves success only on 
paper." it was observed. 
Liberalization of control 
over 
beer and 
wine sales was urged. 
as there "is reasonable ground to 
expect that the taste of thoje who 
wish to drink will be diverted to 
tho lighter and less harmful bever­ 
ages.” 
The hope of the future, the re­ 
port concluded, “lies in laws sound­ 
ly conceived and well administer­ 
ed."

Each girl receives two hours of 
instruction each day, the class bo­ 
ing divided Into four groups. Two 
rooms are devoted to the work, 
one being equipped with labora­ 
tory table* and gas burners for 
cooking, and the other being used 
for sewing. 
Entire meals are prepared each 
day the pupils making th* various 
dishes as the recipes are explained 
step by step by Miss Moorman. 
Studies in both cooking and sew­ 
ing ar* conducted on the family 
plan each dish being part of a care­ 
fully planned menu. 
The girls are taught the oorrect 
food combinations to insure proper 
weight and health. They learn how 
to shop for food# and how to tell 
when articles are fresh and whole- 


In the sewing class they ar* 
taught the intricacies of the thread 
and needle and sewing machine. 
They first learn bow to do plain 
sewing and then are taught vari­ 
ous kinds of fancywork.

F\x>d research chemists tell ar 
that ‘marine fishes mollusks and 
crustaceans contain a higher per­ 
centage of Iodine than any other 
marine food, with the exception of 
marine algea. 
Oysters, clams and 
lobsters contain about 200 times as 
mnch iodine as milk, eggs and beef 
steak. 
"It is evident that by using ma­ 
rine fish or shellfish in the diet 
two or three times each week the 
amount of Iodine Ingested could be 
Increased considerably. These facts 
should be of Interest to the Ameri 
can people, especially to those liv 
ing in the so-called golterous belts 
in which the iodine content of the 
water and foods is below normal. 
This is important in planning the 
diet of young people living in dis­ 
tricts where disorders of the thy­ 
roid gland are common.” 


Rich in Iron. 


In a new publication of the U. S. 
bureau of fisheries, Dr. E. J. C o l­ 
son points out that oysters contain 
many valuable minerals and that 
as a source of Iron and copper, the 
oyster 
is 
comparable only with 
liver. 
In particular, Dr. Coulaon 
stresses the health value of 
the 
oyster stew made of a combination 
of oysters and milk. 
Another interesting bit of infor 
mation concerns 
the 
old fallacy 
that it is dangerous to eat oysters 
and ice cream. 
Dr. E. V. McCol­ 
lum of Johns Hopkins nniversity, 
known the world over for his 
re­ 
searches in vitamins, 
states that 
there is positively no reason 
that 
scientific Investigations of 
foods 
can reveal why such a combination 
should be feared.

Nuts Provide Many Minerals Demanded for 
Body; Are Rich in Proteins. 


Nuts usually are served with no 
thought of their food value. Every­ 
one likes them and they are r e 
garded as more of a "treat" than a 
Bouce of actual nourishment. How 
ever, a study of their composition 
reveals their worth as a food. 
It I* decidedly gratifying to know 
that both the mineral content and 
caloric value of nuts compare favor­ 
ably with those staple and whole­ 
some foods, meats, egg*, cereal* 
and beans. Peannts, butternuts and 
almonds contain more protein than 
any of those foodstuffs. F u rth er 
more, their protein ie of high qual­ 
ity. English walnuts contain more 
protein than eggs or oatmeal, but 
lets than beefsteak or dried beans. 
Rich in Minerals 
When it come* to mineral con­ 
tent. nuts are a better source of 
calcium and phosphorous than eith­ 
er meat or epgs 
Pecan* are the 
only nut not classified a* being rich 
In Iron. 
However, they are poor 
in protein and phosphorous 
The vitamin B content of wal­ 
nuts equals egg* and meat. All nuts 
lack vitamin C hot their A con­ 
tent equals meat. 
The question of the digestibility 


of nuts Is often under discussion. 
Nut oil are not indigestible, but 
like all fats, they do take tim e to 
digest
